Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

2. Claims 8-14 are rejected under 35 U.S.G. 102(b) as being anticipated by DE 199 
18 430 to Maier. 

Maier shows a metering cylinder 5; valve cylinder 6; annular chamber seen in 
Figures 1a, d, e; metering piston 6; reservoir 1; metering chamber seen in Figures 1a, 
d-f; mouthpiece 3 (it is capable of movement as it is detachable); opening at valve 
piston 4; supply cylinder 2; and supply opening seen in Figure 1b (and c). Note, the 
various positions discussed in claims 9-14 are clearly capable of being achieved by the 
various claimed portions. 

Conclusion

4. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Rozmus, Goodman et al., Hillquist, Lingenhoff, and DE 43 28 742 
show other metering devices with pistons.
